Philadelphia Jack Shows Improvement 
in His Fistic Accomplishments, 


— + _ 

Jack Bonner, he of the mustard seed oil fame, has evidently 
‘gone back,"’ as they say in fighting and training parlance, or else 
‘Philadelphia Jack’’ O' rien has been making giant strides toward 
the championship goal. They met in Philadelphia, on Oct 1, in 
one of those six-round-no-decision affairs, and though a lighter 
man by many pounds, O'Brien proved himself much the 
fighter, and at the finish he had Bonner in distress. 

The fight was a grand one from start to finish Both men were 
trying their best and both were willing to take achance. O'Brien 


better 


opened the first round with a straight left in the face and almost 
immediately was called upon to duck one of Bouner's terrific right 
hand swings. In a clinch Bonner hammered away at O'Brien's 
ribs and spine like a butcher pounding out steaks. Before the 
coutest had progressed one minute O'Brien caught Bonner with a 
right-hand uppercut that raised a lump on his left cheek boue, and 
the Philadelphia boy also took oceasion to get back with rights in 
the ribs in the next clinch. Then O' rien lended a straight lett in 
the face, and in the clinch which followed Bonner twisted him 
around, sending him to the floor. 

O'Brien ianded a right in the face at the commencement of the 
second round and followed it up with a left Then he caught 
Bonner a hard one on the forehead, leaving a big red mark. 

Bonner was down twiee in the third round, but both were slips 
The first time he landed in a sitting position, and the next time he 
went to his knees. O'Brien landed about a dozen good blows, five 
of then: being rights in the face. Just before the end of the round 
Bonner took one of these blows to land a left on the body. 

The fourth round opened up with a mixup, aud Rouner came out 
of it with a bad cut over his right eye. O'Brien also liad a seratch, 
indicating that their heads must have come together. O'Brien then 
played a tattoo on Bonner's face and bodr. Left and right in the 
fuce; right in the stomach; right oa the head; left in the face, and 
then left and right. The blows were wel! delivered aid hard, but 
Bonner is a glution fur punishment, and he was always there for 
more, / 

Again and again the Summit Hill man would set himself for a 
hard sewing, but O'brien would fiddle in and out and get inside his 
guard, 

The fifth round was slower but cood O Brien landed three solid 
uppercuts—one with his left and two with his right—which made 
Bonner cautious about ducking. The sixth was the fastest of the 
fight, O'Brien doing all the landing. 

While the last round was in progress one of the spectators cried 
out thathe would bet $100 to $50 that Bonner would knock O’Brien 
out. The men were then in aclinch, Bonner having found that 
holding was his best game, and O'lirien answered: “I'll take that 
bet,"’ and then sailed into Bonnerin a way that seon made the 
Summit Hill man act weary. Lefis in the face, right-handed 
uppercuts and damaging body blows were showered on lonuer, 
who seemed bewildered by the spect of his opponent and unable to 
do anything. He did attempt to wrestle in one of the clinches, but 
Referee Roeap promptly cautioned him to do so no more, so he spent 
his time doi: g the best he could to slip some of the hard knocks that 
were coming his way. 

Bonuer had found that ducking was dungerous,.so he tried equat- 
ting every time O'Brien came af er him, and in this way he avoided 
many well intended blows, Sut not allof them, for enough landed 
to open up the cuts on his face, which had been made earlier in the 
contest, and also take away most of his energy Bonner could 
easily have continued the contest, for his legs were s'ill strong, but 
his only show for winning would have been to score a knockout. 

In the preliminaries Isader Strauss outfought Young Mahoney, 
and Jimmy Devine and Paddy Donovan had an even thing of six 
rouvds of hard and bruising work.

The white dove of domestic peace again 
hovers tranquilly over the once dark and deserted

All this happened the other day and New 
York’s sympathetic public sighed and commented up- 
ou the beauty of the situation, but only from a domes- 
tic point of view. The gallant gladiator had been ac- 
cused of doing sundry naughty things which an exact- 
ing wife could hardly countenance with consistent 
regard for her social position. She had accused him 
and he had contributed to the logic of her argument by 
lneing himself hence under circumstances which left 
litte room for doubt in her mind that she had caught

Just why the cat, or rather Mr. Corbett, came back 
will for a time more or less remote remain a mystery 
but that he isback and that be sought an immediate 
return to the dove-cote is # fact, but why the whence- 
forth of the was is a matter of less importance to the 
sporting public than the bearing it has upon Mrs. Cor- 
bett’s utterances regarding the fight between her hus- 
bund and McCoy. Mrs. Corbett has capitulated, so to 
speak, has forgiven her erring boy, And in a soultul 
embrace has taken him to her bosom; but while she is 
profuse in herexpressions of belief that Jim never in- 
tended to run away from her with that “horrid woman” 
she is strangely silent on the subject of the fight, about 
which she evinced such an emphatic eagerness to talk 
three weeks belore, 

It is needless to look beyond Corbett’s return for an 
excuse for the glacial silence which contributes to the 
mystery of Mrs. Corbett's position. After that little 
heart tobeart talk which followed the prodigal’s re- 
turn there was noticed a sudden and eager disposition 
todrop the fight subject and emphasize the more 
mauterial renewal of their marital Joys, This was no 
doubt done to impress the public and side track the 
main issue, and the scheme was successful, too, for 
while considerable stress was laid upon the resumption 
of the Corbetis connubial relations, little if any con- 
sideration was given to whether the lady had exagger- 
ated or not when she said that the fight between Cor- 
bett and McCoy was a prearranged affair, and that she 
was prepared to prove that she had certain inside in- 
formation which had a direct bearing upon this point, 

The piblic was interested in knowing all about this 
matter, and it was generally hoped that nothing would 
occur to intercept the flow of formation which prom- 
ised such abundant results.

lic. Thus tar he has contented himself by making a 
simple denial which was of little or no use in allaying 
public suspicion. He has sacrificed his prestige, lost 
his popularity and all for the want of nerve to boldly 
institute a thorough investigation and expose the insti- 
gators of the trouble, whom he avers imposed upon his 
wite and caused her to make 80 many mis-statements. 
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Chicago seems to be the axle upon which tke 
pugilistic wheel revolves just now. ‘The fighters and 
their followers talk about Connecticut in a desultory 
sort of fashion, Clubs enough are there, and the man- 
agers are eager enough to make matches, but the 
money don’t show up in the box office in bunches big 
enough to attract the attention of the big fistic stars. 
New Jersey is not absolutely lockec to the fighters. A 
few clubs on the mosquito order ure permitted to do 
business in various parts of the State, for the reason that 
they are not doing anything of importance enough to 
warrant interference, The authorities are only waiting 
for some one of the promoters more bold than the 
others to announce a fight between any of the big guns, 
and then there will be some lively doings. Philadel- 
phia is still holding those six-round-no-decision-leave- 
it-to-the-spectators-to-judge affairs, and doing as well 
as could be expected; but Chicago is the place to 
cluster, and the outlook for the future is rich, ripe and 
rosy with promise. Everybody welcome, say the pro- 
moters, and even heavyweights can come, providing 
matches legitimate ones,
